No institution that civilization ever

1890, Roman 
Catholics are enjoined, even In politics, 
slwsys to serve first the interests of 
Catholicism, and to submit themselves in 
to tbe will of the Pontiff as to 
God himself, and that the civil laws are 
binding on them only so long as they are 
conformable to the Roman Catholic re- 
ligion. In that same encyclical the Pope 
; ia a duty to .-esist all civil laws 
to anything ordered by the 
i, and a crime to obey them These 
the facta, is it not quite certain 
that whatever bis private or personal 
•pinion and feeling! may be as un Ameri- 
can citizen, every fcood Roman Catholic 



does object, and tbat nc 
any alien, be he prince, Pope 
or potentate, resident on the Thames, the 
Tiber or the Danube, interfering or 
dictating in any way with tbe civil or 
political affairs of the Nation, especially 
to his assumption of supremacy over the 
United States and his claim to direct tbe 
duties and fix the limits of the loyalty

What are the principles as adopted by 
that organization and set forth In the 
declarations or its Supreme Council, and 
not such principles as Its enemies say it 
holds?

It is charged against the organization 
tbat it is a secret society. Suppose it is. 

such a society is treasonable or 
dangerous to the safety and peace of a 
community by its princples or methods, 
it has a right to exist. There is nothing 
in law or common justice to prevent men 
from combining in organization for any 
definite object and maintaining their 
ings. plans and deliberations in secret 
if they so choose. It is something very 
iticeable tbat those who rail against the 
P. A. because of its secrecy features 
have nothing to say about other secret

THE NEWRIFLES 

The Equipment of Troops Go- 
ing on as Fast as Possible. 



The Output of the Guns is Only 25,- 
000 Per Year. 



..,1 



Washington, Oct. 17.— The work of 
equipping the troops of the regular 
army with the new magazine rifle is 
^progressing as rapidly as the limited 
plant of the Springfield National ar- 
mory will permit. The fabrication of 
the complex and accurate machinery 
necessary to. make the new weapon re- 
quired much time, and now the plant 
Is In running order and the output 
is about 25,000 arms per year. As 
fast as the arms are complet 
are issued to the troops, 
this rate it will be about a year 
before our small army is brought up 
to the modern standard by being stip- 
plte€l with magazine guns. When this 
work is accomplished the ordnance otll- 
cers will turn their attention to the mi- 
litia. A sample weapon has been sent 
to the national guard of each state, so 
that the men may familiarize them- 
selves with it. but at the present rate 
of output it will 1h> several years before 
they can all be supplied. This fact has 
deeply impressed some distinguished 
military men in Washington, taken In 
connection with the rather startling 
suggestions made by (Jen. Sehofleld in 
his annual report just published, touch- 
ing the Insufficiency of our army in the 
point of numerical strength and his 
comparison of the United States with 
China from a military standpoint It 
haa always been the proud boast of the 
public men who have resisted the 
establishment of a good standing 
army, that in case of a hostile attack 
the government could secure a million 
volunteers in a day. To this the mlll- 

ry experts of to-di . 
. e question. What are 
these raw volunteers and how shall 
they be armed? 

One of the most distinguished tacti- 
cians now living, who is, perhaps.more 
familiar with our military resources 
than any man in the country, has asked 
this question. Following this outline of 
reasoning he made a rather surprising 
observation. Said he: "Having in view 
the Incompleteness of our schf me of 
coast defense and the absolute insignifi- 
cance of our navy when campared with 
the magnificent navies of Europe, I 
have no hesitation in saying that it is 
entirely possible for at least two of the 
nations of Europe to land 250,000 troops 
on our Atlantic coast. To these wo 
can oppose with about ."iO.OOO soldiers; 
20,000 being of the regular army and 
30.000 militia, for I am convinced that 
this is about our effective military 
strength in an emergency. In the 
course of time we could add a great 
number of raw volunteers. Rut the 
latter we can not arm and equip. It 
requires, as you see, much time to do 
this, and I am of the opinion that 
the foreign invaders would be able to 
occupy St. I. ."us before we could 
make the arms, for, of course, we 
could be prevented by the neutrality 
acts from purchasing obroad. I be- 
lieve that Gen. Schotield rather under- 
stated the case in comparing the I'nited 
States with China, but the fuct is that 
we are not nearly so well prepared by 
land or sea to resist attack from even 
one European power as was China to 
resist Japan. The disproportion in 
effective force is even greater, and for 
the United States to rely on its latent 
power and on its vast population and 
wealth Is as wrong as was China's re- 
liance on the same facts."

Wasiiinoton, Oct 17.— There is a 
flutter of excitement among the repre- 
sentatives of the various religious de- 
nominations in Washington over the 
announcement made by the commis- 
sioner of Indian affairs that it Is the 
policy of the Indian bureau to abolish 
Indian contract schools. Among the 
Catholics this news is received with 
great indignation. They can not un- 
derstand why this order should be is- 
sued now, as congress has not legis- 
lated upon the subject.
